August 17) when the first tele­ 
phone call speeojs coast to coast 
along the new microwave radio- 
relay skyway of the Long Lines 
Department of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Com­ 
pany.

Supplying a new backbone 
telephone route, vital to the civil­ 
ian and military needs of the na­ 
tion, the project is the longest 
microwave system in the world.

The new facilities, which for 
the first time will send tele­ 
phone conversations across the 
continent by radio rather than 
wire or cable, will be opened 
in a ceremony at noon in Long 
Lines headquarters at 32 Avenue 
of the Americas.

Participating at New York 
will be Wayne Coy, chairman of 
the Federal Communications 
Commission; Cleo F. Craig, pres­ 
ident of A. T. & T. and H. T. 
Killingsworth, A. T. & T. vice 
president in charge of the Long 
Lines Department. Mark Sulli­ 
van, president of the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Com­ 
pany and Harold P. Huls, mem­ 
ber and former president of the 
California Utilities Commission 
will he in San Francisco.

Built, in about three years at 
a cost of $40,000,000, the system 
will relay calls along a chain 
of 107 microwave towers, spaced 
about 30 miles apart. »
